Call for state 
to intervene in 
housing crisis

A COUNCILLOR has called on 
the government to help the 
housing situation in Luton by 
blocking other councils taking 
over social housing in the town. 

Luton Borough Cllr Tom Shaw, 
portfolio holder for housing, has 
spoken out after a Peterborough- 
based housing company upped 
the rents at a block of flats in the 
town, Miliners Court, where 
homeless people were living in 
Luton. 

According to Cllr Shaw, the 
housing firm who purchased the 
flats in 2014, Stef and Philips, 
asked for the rents to be upped 
from £675 to £918, after pur¬ 
chasing the 37 units for a report¬ 
ed free of £4.25m. 

Cllr Shaw told LoS: “We had to 
say no, as what they were asking 
would be above the benefit 
amount for Luton. 

“They were totally unreasona¬ 
ble levels of rent for people on 
housing benefit to pay.

“We moved the people there to 
other accommodation in the 
town.” 

However, Cllr Shaw says that 
the company instead reached an 
agreement with Hackney and 
Barnet Borough Councils, 
whose London-weighted hous¬ 
ing benefits cover the increased 
rent costs. 

Cllr Shaw said: “It leaves the 


council with a big decision to 
make when landlords do this, 
whether we subsidise the costs 
of renting or move people to 
other properties. 

“Landlords ate catching on 
that they can do this and make 
profit and it could lead to massve 
problems for Luton going for¬ 
ward, as we’re already short on 
funding and housing. 

“The government need to 
interfere and say that all you can 
pay in any given town in the 
local rate set by that council. 

“This will stop making Luton 
attractive to private landlords 
who do this and would stop the 
problem right away. 

“The situation at the moment 
is a complete and utter mess.” 

Cllr Shaw also said that, as a 
direct result, the increased pop¬ 
ulation in the town is putting a 
strain on education and general 
practioners. 

Luton on Sunday contacted 
Stef and Philips for a comment 
but they did not respond by our 
deadline.

Man, 24, was shot dead by 
cop after failure of lasers

A MAN was shot dead by a police 
officer after Tasers failed to be 
‘effectively deployed’, an inquest 
has heard. 

Josh Pitt, 24, died when he was 
shot on Wednesday, November 9 
in Luton. 

Mr Pitt, from Leighton Buzzard, 
had been holding a bladed article 
when two armed officers from 
Bedfordshire Police arrived at the 
scene after being called at 9am. 
They had been called to the block 


of flats in Tracey Court, just off 
Hibbert Street, after reports of a 
‘domestic incident’. 

Ian Pears, assistant coroner for 
the Bedfordshire and Luton area, 
said: “Tasers were deployed but 
are not believed to have been 
effective. 

“A bullet was fired from the gun 
of a Glock pistol of the armed offic¬ 
er which hit Mr Pitt in the chest. 

“Mr Pitt was conveyed by para¬ 
medics to Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital where his death was 
confirmed.” 

A post-mortem carried out by a 


pathologist gave the provisional 
cause of death as a single gunshot 
wound to the chest. 

Forensic examination of the 
scene has taken place, and a num¬ 
ber of knives have been recovered. 

Body worn video footage from 
some of the officers at the scene 
has been obtained, and will now 
be analysed by staff of the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC). 

The hearing in Ampthill was 
attended by Mr Pitt’s girlfriend 
and mother. A pre-inquest review 
will next be heard on April 4.

Meeting star man Tim 
was out of this world

SIX lucky Year 6 students got a once 
in a lifetime opportunity to meet 
astronaut Tim Peake. 

The kids, who study at Ramridge 
Primary School, were chosen to meet 
the star man at a conference earlier 
this month - which only 250 children 
were allowed to attend. 

Students had earned a special 
invitation to the conference after 
successfully conducting an experi¬ 
ment which involved rocket seeds. 

The students took part in the trial 
last year when they were in Year 5. 

The conference celebrated the work 
of more than a million UK students 
inspired by Mr Peake’s Principia 
mission which saw him become the 
first British ESA astronaut in a 
six-month spell on board the 
International Space Station (ISS). 

The lucky Ramridge pupils present¬ 
ed their rocket seed experiment with 
photos and informative posters. 

The question behind the experi¬ 
ment asked whether food could be 
grown in space to facilitate a future 
mission to Mars. 

The students discovered that, even 
though seeds had been into space 
and stored in microgravity for six 
months, they still germinated and 


grew into mature plants. Throughout 
the day the children were able to talk 
to Tim personally and spoke to him 
about the discoveries they had made. 

He was very interested to hear what 
the pupils had to say and told them 
that he had grown peas on board the 
ISS. 

Grietje Reid, a class teacher from 
Ramridge Primary, accompanied the 
pupils on their trip to meet the 
famous astronaut. She said: “The 
event was brilliant and inspiring for 


all the children involved. I could tell 
that the kids were quite starstruck 
and tongue-tied when they met him. 

“But Tim was such a down-to-earth 
person who took a real interest in 
what experiments the kids had done. 

“The kids looked so proud to be 
meeting him and they were absolute¬ 
ly amazed - they really enjoyed the 
whole conference. 

“We’re really proud of the students 
that took part and we know they had 
an unforgettable experience.”

Duo back in dock 
for Henry’s death

TWO men face new charges 
of murder and manslaugh¬ 
ter after the death of Henry 
Huggins last year. 

Mr Huggins [pictured), 48, 
from Luton, was assaulted on 
October 8, 2013, in 

Whipperley Ring. 

He was left in a coma and 
subsequently died in June 
2015. 

Stuart Docherty was 
convicted of causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm in relation 
to the incident and James 
Early was convicted of assault 
causing actual bodily harm. 

The two men were 
sentenced in November 2014, 



however, they were 
summoned to Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday - where Docherty 
faced a charge of murder and 
Early faced one of 
manslaughter. 

Detective Inspector Fraser 
Wylie, of the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hert¬ 


fordshire Major Crime Unit, 
said: “Following the tragic 
death of Henry last year the 
case was re-examined by the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
who have made the decision 
to press charges of murder 
and manslaughter against 
Stuart Docherty and Jame 
Early respectively. 

“We have continued to work 
closely with the family, and 
we appreciate their support 
during what continues to be 
an upsetting time for them 
following the loss of Henry 
last year.” 

The duo entered no pleas, 
and both will next appear at 
Luton Crown Court 
Docherty tomorrow and 
Early on January 9.

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Solicitor resigns 
after online spat

A SOLICITOR has resigned 
from his position after a 
Twitter row with the former 
English Defence League 
leader Tommy Robinson. 

Ian McLoone has left his 
role as a partner at the Luton 
base of Taylor Walton LLP - 
after a spat in which Mr 
Robinson says he published 
his home address online. 

Mr Robinson claims he has 
had six Osman warnings 
from police with threats to 
kill him - and said the solictor 
acted like life was a ‘comput¬ 
er game’ by posting his 
address on Twitter, which he 
says forced his family to 
spend three nights in a hotel. 

But in a personal statement, 
now removed from Twitter, 
Mr McLoone says he only 



named the general area 
where Mr Robinson lived. 

The row soon moved offline 
when Mr Robinson attended 
Mr McLoone’s home address 
to demand answers. 

The political activist, whose 
real name is Stephen Yaxley- 
Lennon, later posted a video 
to YouTube showing him 


being arrested outside the 
Taylor Walton offices. A 
statement from the law firm 
said: “Whilst Mr McLoone 
has apologised to Mr 
Robinson for any unintended 
offence or concern caused, 
he feels he must take respon¬ 
sibility for what occurred on 
his private Twitter feed. 

“The board have accepted 
his resigation and he has left 
with immediate effect.” 

Mr Robinson added on 
Twitter: “No-one has 

contacted me throughout 
this situation to apologise, 
legal threats is all I have 
received.” 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokesman said: “A 33-year- 
old man was arrested on 
November 17 in Luton on 
suspicion of harassment, and 
has been bailed until 
December 19.”

Challenge hospital plan 

IN a recent report on the latest plan 
for health and care services in 
Bedfordshire, Luton and Milton 
Keynes, you say that your reporter 
was told that ‘no services have yet 
been ringfenced for budget cuts’. 

This may be true for a specific 
service, but the plans identify three 
‘savings challenges’ - £25 million 
from ‘speciality clinical services’, £6 
million from ‘clinical support 
services’ and £7 million from 
‘non-clinical support services’. 

This £38 million is all to be taken 
from secondary care services, i.e. our 
hospitals. 

The report accepts that, already, our 
‘hospitals are struggling to meet 
demand while maintaining national 
standards’, and that population 



numbers, the proportion of those 
aged 85+ and the levels of mental 
illness are all expected to rise. Yet it 
says that if its plan is followed - which 
would include £38 million cuts from 
our hospitals - local health and care 
outcomes will improve! 

I hope people register a overwhelm¬ 
ing rejection of this plan before the 
Dec 15 deadline as there seems to be 
a hint that you may not get another 
chance. 

When the cuts are spelt out next 
March the ‘outcome’ is said to be ‘an 
implementation plan which MAY [my 
emphasis] include public consulta¬ 
tion’.

Forgotten Muslim heroes 


AM Arfat Isahaq made the trip 
over to France for Remebrance 
Sunday to visit the graves of 
the soldiers who fell in the 
First World War. 

He paid a particular focus on 
soldiers from colonised coun¬ 
tries who fought for Britain and 
the Commonwealth. 



WITH over 400,000 Muslims 
deployed to assist the British 
Army in the First World War, 
only a mere two per cent of 
people know of their 
contributions. 

They are truly our forgotten 
heroes. 

On Remembrance Sunday I 
had the privilege to travel to 
France with the Forgotten 
Heroes Foundation 14-19. 

Not only was this a visit to 
commemorate the lives of 
the soldiers but also to 
show solidarity with 
the people of 
France a year on 
from the 
attacks in 
Paris. 

The contribu¬ 
tions of Muslim 
soldiers, mostly 
from India - present 
day Pakistan, Bangladesh 
and India along with other 
colonised countries like 
Egypt, Algeria, Morocco and 
Tunisia are less known for 
their roles during the 
conflict. 

These individuals fought 
valiantly and showed loyalty 
to the cause by strengthen¬ 
ing the defence of the British 
force. 

After visiting the cemeter¬ 
ies in Rue de Cagny, Amiens 
and Notre -Damne de 
Lorette I was able to further 
cement the credence of 
‘interfaith’ being established 
even prior to the term itself 
being created. 

Here, all differences were 
set aside and a Muslim lay 
peacefully next to a Christian 
and a Jew. 

Not as a result of conveni¬ 
ence but rather a choice. 

A choice made by these 


Muslim representatives to 
live, fight and die for this 
country and then to be 
buried next the man they 
called ‘brother’. 

All in unity and reinforcing 
the concept of friendship, 
togetherness and solidarity. 

The visit helped build on 
community relations on the 
conflict’s centenary and 
enabled the French 
delegation receiving us to 
feel valued and appreciated. 
Further work needs to 
be done to highlight 
the contributions 
of ethnic and 
religious minori¬ 
ties in the form¬ 
ing of a tolerant 
British society 
we have today. 
This is just one 
step in the right 

direction. 

By highlighting these 
lesser-known narratives 
through visits like this we 
can collectively counter anti- 
Muslim prejudice, alienation 
and the lure of violent 
extremism among the young 
people in the UK. 

In addition to this, we 
realise that the Muslim 
contributions are historic 
and we can together address 
the challenges of integration 
being faced in Britain today. 

Today we speak of British 
values and how the young 
need to be taught liberty, 
respect, democracy and rule 
of law. 

In 1916, these forgotten 
heroes upheld these values 
and went over and beyond to 
fight for the British force by 
not only embracing this but 
implementing it within their 
own identity.

Woman to face trial 
over Saima murder

A WOMAN is to stand trial in February 
accused of the murder of her sister at the 
home where they both lived. 

Sabah Khan pleaded not guilty to murder¬ 
ing mother-of-four Saima Khan when she 
appeared at Luton Crown Court on 
Wednesday. 

Saima, 34, a care worker, was found dead at 
her home in Overstone Road, Luton, on 
Monday, May 23. 

Officers were called to the address at around 
11.30pm to reports that the 34-year-old had 


suffered serious injuries. Emergency services 
attended but sadly Saima was pronounced 
dead at the scene, and a murder investigation 
was launched by the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire Major 
Crime Unit. 

Other members of her family, including her 
parents and her taxi driver husband Hafeez 
Rehman, were out that evening attending a 
funeral at a local mosque. 

Saima’s younger sister, Sabah, who is 26 
years old and who lived with her family at the 
same address, will go on trial on February 6 
before ludge Richard Foster. He remanded 
her in custody at the end of a brief hearing.

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‘Scheming predator’ 
jailed for vile abuse

A YOUNG man who preyed 
on adolescent boys has been 
sentenced to almost 20 years 
in jail. 

Jake Prescott, 20, who did 
security work around the 
town, targeted youngsters he 
knew were vulnerable and 
groomed them for sex. 

There were a total of six vic¬ 
tims, aged between 11 and 15 
and the offending began 
when Prescott was 14 or 15 
himself. 

On Friday, Luton Crown 
Court heard he would take 
them out on trips or to the 


cinema or bowling and even 
buy them gifts, but it was all 
part of his plan to groom the 
boys for his own gratifica¬ 
tion. He also gained the trust 
of the boys’ parents. 

Sentencing him to 19 years 
and nine months in custody, 
Judge Barbara Mensah told 
him: “You are scheming, 
manipulative, sex obsessed 
and a dangerous predator. 

“You are also an expert 
communicator who was able 
to wheedle yourself into the 
parents affections and hood¬ 
wink them so they ended up 
trusting you enough to leave 
their children in your care.” 

The Judge said Prescott is 


still denying his guilt. His 
offending unravelled in 
January of this year when a 
young boy contacted police 
in Luton and told how he had 
been sexually assaulted by 
Prescott on four occasions 
over a recent four day period. 

He was convicted for 21 sex¬ 
ual offences against six boys 
- including rape, sexual 
assault, and grooming. 

After the verdicts Detective 
Constable Gareth Suffling, 
who investigated the case, 
said he praised the bravery of 
the victims in coming for¬ 
ward ‘preventing Prescott 
from inflicting his abhorrent 
abuse on anyone else’.

LUTON Borough Council 
has been asked to rethink 
the implementation of the 
national Prevent strategy, 
over fears it could further 
alienate young Muslims in 
Luton. 

The strategy was designed 
to protect people who could 
be exposed to extremism 
and radicalisation, but it has 
always been controversial. 

The Luton Council of 
Mosques and the Sunni 
Council of Mosques have 
jointly written to the chief 
executive of the council 
calling for an immediate 
overhaul of the programme. 

In total, 26 mosques and 
Islamic centres signed the 
letter, saying they believe 
the programme is divisive 
and counter-productive. 

They also fear that it does 
not address the ever- 
changing definition of 
extremism and could also 
encourage Islamophobia 
and violence against 
Muslims and that prominent 
people who are leading the 
fight against extremism in 
the Luton Muslim commu¬ 
nity are being excluded from 
Prevent initiatives. 

One of the signees of the 
letter was the group Luton 4 
Justice (L4J). 

Attiq Malik, one of the 


leaders of the group, said: 
“L4J stands up to every 
injustice in the town and 
Prevent is just one of those. 

“Prevent further alienates 
the Muslim community and 
breeds and adds to the 
problem of discrimination. 

“Existing safeguarding 
legislation is sufficient, there 
is no need for Prevent. 

“All it does is to increase 
divisions among communi¬ 
ties.” 

Mr Malik says that the best 
way to tackle the problem is 
to focus on the communities 
themselves and allow them 
and grassroots organisations 
to take a lead. 

He added: “There are lots 
of grassroots organisations 
in Luton which are tackling 


the problem more effective¬ 
ly, especially Luton Council 
of Faiths. 

“The Jewish and Sikh 
lobbies have also been 
leading the charge against 
Prevent, even though it does 
not affect them as much as it 
does the Muslim communi¬ 
ty-” 

Dawood Masood, a 
community activist, said: 
“We have to make sure that 
people in the community 
are listened to. 

“I don’t feel that Luton 
Borough Council is to blame, 
but it has been asked to 
implement this by the Home 
Office without proper fund¬ 
ing or guidance to tackle 
extremism in Luton 
effectively.”

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “The 
council is aware of the 
concerns raised and the 
complexities and debate that 
surround Prevent’s percep¬ 
tion and implementation. 

“Many of the points raised 
in the letter are about the 
national Prevent strategy 
and associated impacts. 

“The council has therefore 
shared the letter with the 
Home Office. 


“We have also offered to 
facilitate a meeting with 
senior Home Office 
representatives. 

“Nonetheless the council 
believes that every effort 
must be taken to safeguard 
vulnerable individuals from 
being drawn into any form 
of extremist activity. 

“The council has a 
specified duty which 
requires us to ensure that 
individuals are protected 


and safeguarded, and we 
will remain focused on 
achieving this. 

“Since inception this 
approach has enabled the 
programme in Luton to 
support and prevent many 
individuals from being 
drawn into radicalisation, 
and with the support of 
partners there is the 
potential to build a 
nationally significant 
approach.”

TWO Hatters players took a 
break from the pitch to learn 
about a disease which 
claims thousands of lives 
every year. 

Defender Frankie Musonda 
and midfielder Alex 
Atkinson attended an open 
day hosted by Milton- 
Keynes based national char¬ 
ity Brain Tumour Research. 

The Luton Town FC squad 
were motivated to raise 
awareness and funds for 
research after their former 
team mate Paddy McCourt’s 
wife, Laura, was diagnosed 
with a brain tumour earlier 
this year. 

The players will support 
Brain Tumour Research for 
the 2016-17 season. 

Frankie and Alex met and 
spoke to staff and support¬ 
ers, learning about the dev¬ 
astating impact of brain 
tumours, and the ground¬ 


breaking research taking 
place at the four Brain 
Tumour Research Centres of 
Excellence around the coun¬ 
try. 

The players are aiming to 
raise enough during the sea¬ 
son to pay for a day of 
research at one of the 
Centres of Excellence, where 
laboratory-based scientists 
work towards a better 
understanding and, ulti¬ 
mately, a cure for brain 
tumours. 

The centres cost £1 million 
per year each to run, and the 
team’s efforts will be 
rewarded with a permanent 
memento on the Wall of 
Hope at a Centre. 

Frankie and Alex, on 
behalf of Luton Town FC, 
said: “Even though we 
thought we knew about 
brain tumours after Paddy’s 
wife Laura was diagnosed, 


being at the open day has 
made us understand the dis¬ 
ease so much more. 

“By meeting with people 
who have been affected 
either themselves or in their 
family, we can see how dev¬ 
astating they are. 

“So it’s really important 
that we, as a team, achieve 
our fundraising goal, 
and help Brain Tumour 
Research to find a cure.” 
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Sue Farrington Smith, 
chief executive at Brain 
Tumour Research, said: 
“We are delighted that 
Frankie and Alex from the 
Luton Town squad sup¬ 
ported our open day last 
week, learning all about 
the pioneering work that is 
funded by Brain Tumour 
Research, helping us to 
raise both awareness and 
funds. 


“Brain tumours kill more 
children and adults under 
the age of 40 than any 
other cancer, yet only one 
per cent of the national 
spend on cancer research 
has been allocated to this 
devastating disease. 

“I hope that they go back 
to the club and their 
team-mates even more 
inspired to help us fund the 
fight!” 



Thousands of 
blades binned 
across county 


A MONTH-LONG ‘bin the blade’ 
campaign not only saw 
Bedfordshire residents dispose of 
more than 2,000 knives - but 
some rather more chilling items. 

Officers recovered an assort¬ 
ment of guns and a home-made 
flail with vicious spikes when they 
emptied the steel bins placed out¬ 
side of Bedfordshire Police sta¬ 
tions to support a national cam¬ 
paign called Operation Sceptre. 

The bins were just part of the 
Operation Sceptre, which also saw 
police liaising with young people 
to highlight the consequences of 
knife crime. 

Sergeant Ben Dimmock, the lead 
for Operation Sceptre, said: “Our 
message to those carrying knives 
is bin the blade before it’s too late. 

“We will come down hard on 
those responsible for knife crime 
and they will face serious punish¬ 
ment. 

“They are putting lives at risk - 
including their own.” 

The force has also launched its 
#GunsOffOurStreets campaign 
which urges people to contact 
Crimestoppers, anonymously, on 
0800 555 111 with any informa¬ 
tion that could help police.

And all that jazz! 


What’s hot 
this week 



SWAYED by her father’s love of jazz and 
his extensive album collection, Sara 
Dowling is now forging herself a career 
in the genre she loves just as much. 

Sara performed guest vocals at a 
jazz set at The Bear Club earlier in the 
year, and it was clear from the first note 
that she would be returning to the 
venue with her own quartet. 

So here she is, with an excellent line¬ 
up of musicians, and her own unique, 
delicate and often surprising take on 
some standards, plus some original 
compositions. 

Her love of jazz comes from an early 
age, with her father listening to acts 
such as Errol I Garner, Art Tatum, Fats 
Waller and Wynton Kelly. 

But before her career in jazz took off, 
Sara became an accomplished cello 
player on the advice of a nun when she 
was at school in Cornwall aged nine. 

Taking the dusty string instrument 
that had been left in the corner of the 
room, Sara soon turned to private 
lessons before leaving home to study at 
the Royal Northern College of Music. 

But for whatever reason, Sara fell out 
of love with music, and instead turned 
her talents towards teaching. 

Thankfully for her fans, a fleeting 
walk past a Manchester jazz club saw 
her get a new bug - singing. 

In what she calls ‘a moment of 
madness’ she took to the stage to sing 
a number, and before she knew it the 
comprehensive school in Bolton was 
consigned to the history books. 


Five years later, after learning the 
tricks of the trade from people such as 
Anita O’Day, Ella Fitzgerald and Billie 
Holiday, she released an album. 

It particularly meant a lot to Sara as 
it was the end of a process where she 
had learned to pen her own songs. 

‘From Shadows into Light’ received 
critical acclaim from Jazz Journal, who 


praised Sara’s vocal performance as 
having a ‘timeless quality’. Since then 
she’s assembled a band that can match 
her vocal talents and deliver a truly 
fantastic live experience to music fans. 

Gabriel Latchin bashes the keys of 
the piano, while Jeremy Brown and 
Steve Brown take on the rhythm section 
of bass guitar and drums. 


So head along to the venue, in Mill 
Yard, Guildford Street, for a true treat of 
jazz and singing.

DO you remember how Jamie 
Oliver launched his career as the 
Naked Chef while cooking at 
home? 

The first few series were 
filmed in his own kitchen and 
ever since his homes have been 
as much discussed as his 
cookery books. 

One thing his homes have 
always featured since he married 
his wife Jules in 2000 is plenty of 
bedrooms.

TODAY’S superstars usually 
have plenty of talent but Noel 
Coward was on a different plane 
and during his careers was a 
successful actor, playwright, 
pianist, singer/ songwriter, 
dancer, author and cabaret 
artist. 

He wrote over 35 plays 
including Hay Fever and Private 
Lives and more than 300 songs 
such as Don’t Let’s Be Beastly to 
the Germans and Mad Dogs and 
Englishmen. He also appeared in 
18 films including In Which We 
Serve and Brief Encounter. 

But it’s Noel Cowards wit and 
style that are still remembered 
the most today, 26 years after his 
death including his love of a 
good quip and wearing a DJ at 
almost all hours of the day and 
night. 

Coward is also still adored by 
an army of musical, movie and 
comedy fans including Julian 
Clary who recently went as far 
as to buy a former home of his in 
Kent.

It was named after him 
following a donation by him to a 
restoration fund during the 
1970s. 

His aunt Laura Bulteel used to 
live in nearby Pond House in 


Charleston and the young 
Coward holidayed there several 
times, writing in his 
autobiography that “the spell of 
its beauty was a strong as ever 
and I was very happy”. 

And the spell endures today.

ceanic House near 
Trafalgar Square 
in central London 
once had a very 
famous owner. 

It was the purpose-built 
offices of the White Star Line 
and in its heyday would have 
been familiar to the thousands 
of passengers who flocked to its 
ticket office to purchase a 
passage to America. 

It was, if you like, the 
Heathrow of its day but instead 
of 747s passengers boarded 
famous liners such as the 
Olympic and Titanic. 

Sadly, the latter became world 
famous when on 15th April 1912 
she sank claiming the lives of 
over 1,500 people. 

When news of the tragedy 
made it back to the UK the 
headlines prompted disbelief at 
first, as the White Star 
Company’s chairman Bruce 
Ismay had declared at a meeting 
within Oceanic House that 
Titanic was ‘unsinkable’.

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Where Sumner turned into Sting 



THIS is the house where the 
Sting story began and it’s now 
for sale, should ardent fans feel 
so lonely without it. 

In 1966 Sting’s parents bought 
the property for £4,400 and from 
then on plain old Gordon 
Sumner and his brother Phil 
shared a bedroom within the 
property. 

While growing up here during 
the late 1960s and early 1970s 
Sting started to play guitar, went 
to gigs and later played with a 
local jazz band before moving 
into a flat in Newcastle city 
centre. In his early 20s he then 
moved to London, where he 
formed the band that made his 
fortune. 

Five Police albums and 12 solo 
albums later, as well as 
appearances in 15 films 
including Quadrophenia and 
more recently Zoolander 2, Sting 
is now a member of rock royalty. 

But while others have 
withdrawn to their gilded 
mansions, Sting is very much in 
the headlines making speeches, 


getting involved in politics, 
performing live at high profile 
events and collecting gongs, most 
recently at the American Music 
Awards in Los Angeles. 

He also hit the headlines 
earlier this year when he sold 
his London townhouse for £19 
million, along with his £3 
million art collection. 

But the vendors of his 
childhood home in Newcastle 
also possess a Sting collectable, 
although it’s not art. When they 
bought the property off Sting’s 


brother in 1987 the couple found 
a certificate awarded to Sting in 
1966 for his performance at a 
local athletics championship.

The home paid for by Adrian Mole 



DURING the 1980s the late 
author Sue Townsend’s books 
were the best-selling fiction titles 
in the UK including most 
famously, The Secret Diary of 
Adrian Mole Aged 13%. 

Townsend came to writing 
when she was a single mother 
bringing up three children on a 
limited budget. It was her son’s 
questioning of the family’s 
poverty that led Townsend to 
start seeing the world through 
his eyes, and subsequently 
writing about it. 

She published her first Mole 
story in an obscure magazine 
that was then read by the Deputy 
Head of drama at the BBC, who 
in 1982 turned it into a radio 
play. 

Townsend was subsequently 
snapped up by a publisher, 
Methuen, and her first book 
published went to the top of best 
seller’s list within a few months, 
followed a further two books - 
The Growing Pains of Adrian 
Mole and The True Confessions 
of Adrian Albert Mole. 


She wrote a further four Mole 
books during the 1990s all of 
which were highly acclaimed, as 
well as two further books in 2008 
and 2009. But by then her health 
had started to deteriorate and 
she died in 2014, aged 68. 

After making it as a writer 
Townsend bought this 
four-bedroom Victorian house 
over the phone without viewing 
and lived in the property with 


her husband Colin until her 
death.

Jaguar turns back the clock for £1 m

JUST days after revealing its all¬ 
electric future, Jaguar has turned the 
clock back almost 60 years. 

The company’s Classic vehicle 
engineering unit has taken the wraps 
off the first genuine Jaguar XKSS to 
be built since 1957 and it will form the 
blueprint for the production of nine of 
the historic, D-Type-based two-seaters 
which will be built over the next year. 
Each will cost more than £1 million 
- but don’t rush for your check book, 
because all nine have been pre-sold, 
unseen, to what Jaguar calls “a select 
group of established collectors and 
customers” around the world. 

Fittingly, perhaps, Jaguar chose to 
unveil this classic masterpiece in La- 


La land only days after the company’s 
battery-powered 1-Pace supersports 
SUV - scheduled for production 
in 2018 - was revealed at the Los 
Angeles auto show. 

But this is no replica model - it has 
been been authentically produced to 
the exact 1957 specification of the 
XKSS, only 16 of which were built 
before a fire at the company’s Borwns 
Lane, Coventry, factory destroyed 
nine cars along with the styling bucks 
used to create them. 

Often referred to as the world’s first 
supercar, the XKSS was originally made 
by Jaguar as a road-going conversion 
of the Le Mans-winning D-type, which 
was built from 1954-1956. 


The XKSS unveiled in Los Angeles 
is what Jaguar calls “a period 
correct continuation”, built using 
a combination of original drawings 
from Jaguar’s archive and modern 
technology. The Jaguar Classic 
engineering team scanned several 
versions of the 1957 XKSS to help 
build a complete digital image of the 
car, from the body to chassis, and 
including all parts required. 

The body is made from magnesium 
alloy, as it was in 1957, and because 
the original styling bucks do not exist, 
Jaguar Classic produced a new, bespoke 
styling buck based on the original 
bodies from the 1950s. The bodies of 
the nine new cars will be formed on this 


buck, using traditional processes and 
parts such as Dunlop disc brakes and 
magnesium alloy wheels. 

The nine cars will be completely new, 
with period chassis numbers from the 
XKSS chassis log. Each will be hand- 
built and it is estimated that 10,000 man 
hours will go into building each one. 
Under the bonnet, the XKSS is powered 
by a 262hp, 3.4-litre, straight six, Jaguar 
D-type engine with completely new cast 
iron blocks, new cast cylinder heads 
and three Weber DC03 carburetors. 
Inside, the ‘new original’ XKSS 
features perfect recreations of the 
original Smiths gauges. Everything 
from the wood of the steering wheel, 
to the grain of the leather seats, 
through to the brass knobs on the 
XKSS dashboard, is precisely as it 
would have been in 1957. 

Minor specification changes have 
been made only to improve driver and 
passenger safety, says the company. 
Kev Riches, Jaguar Classic 
Engineering Manager, says: “The 
XKSS is one of the most important 
cars in Jaguar’s history, and we 
are committed to making the ‘new 
original’ version absolutely faithful to 
the period car in every way. 

“From the number, type and position 
of all the rivets used - there are more 
than 2,000 in total - to the Smiths 
gauges on the dashboard, everything 
is the same as the original cars, 
because that is the way it should be.” 
The XKSS is the second continuation car 
to be created by Jaguar, following on from 
the six Lightweight E-types built in 2014.

THE Land Rover Discovery Sport is a neat conjuring 
trick that casts a winning spell. 

Essentially an upmarket replacement for the 
Freelander, it removes the more agricultural elements 
normally associated with Land Rover and replaces 
them with a healthy dose of style from the Range 
Rover Evoque including sleeker lines, the same 
platform and a lot of the interior styling and controls. 
Don’t be fooled by the smooth new looks though. This 
is a Land Rover and as such is designed to revel in 
the mud. 

Yes, it allows you to enjoy a life of luxury on the road 

- but at heart it is a rough and tumble merchant eager 
to take on mountain tracks and rolling countryside. 

For those who like the previously more 
uncompromising look and style it is a shock to the 
system, but sales seem to suggest the new way 
forward is a winner. 

To enable the inclusion of seven seats as standard a 
new rear suspension design is incorporated. 

The interior is luxurious without over-doing it with 
plenty of room for five adults and two kids in the third 
row of seats. 

The middle row can be slid forwards giving those in 
the rear more leg room while the rear seats can be 
folded flat into the floor expanding the boot space 

- accessed via a powered tailgate - from 480 to 689 
litres. 

There is no feeling of claustrophobia as the cabin is 
light and airy - thanks to the panoramic roof - with 
an excellent climate control system maintaining a 
pleasant atmosphere. 

The fit and finish are top notch with good quality 
materials used and everything efficiently screwed 
together. If there was one quibble it was with the 
touchscreen which is smaller than some competitors. 


That said there is a ton of neat stuff including sat nav, 
automatic settings for the lights, high beam and wipers 
as well as a raft of safety aids and helpful parking 
sensors and camera. 

All mod cons are included such as heated seats, 
cruise control, DAB radio and an audio system with 
11 speakers as well as a heated leather multi-function 
steering wheel. 

The HSE Luxury model adds neat touches with 20-inch 
‘Style 511 ’ alloy wheels, interior ambient lighting that 
allows you to vary the colour and shade to suit your 
mood, a park assist system that steers your vehicle 
into a suitable space and illuminated aluminium front 
treadplates with the Discovery legend embossed all 
included. 

The Discovery Sport also gets JLR’s new 2.0-litre 
TD4 Ingenium engine - made in Britain at the 
company’s new multi-million pound powertrain plant 
in Wolverhampton - which is more refined than Roger 
Moore and delivers on all fronts with the help of the 
nine-speed automatic gearbox. 

You can reach 60mph from a standing start in a shade 
over eight seconds, but in truth this is a premium SUV 
cruiser that is soothing to drive at the end of a stressful 
day at the office. 

The engine offers 150ps or 180ps power outputs with 
the model I drove delivering 139g/km and 53.3mpg on 
the combined cycle which, for quite a large motor, is 
pretty good. 

It all adds up to a package that makes the Discovery 
Sport a quantum leap from the Freelander it replaces.

ASTON Martin has turned up the heat on its ultimate 
super GT to create the new Vanquish S. 

This latest fire-breathing, flying machine from Aston 
is set apart by a significant boost to the naturally- 
aspirated six litre V12 engine, which now produces 
up to 600PS (up from 573PS) and enjoys greater 
throttle response, thanks to a revised, freer-breathing 
intake system.

LOOKING for a used car bargain? Then 
head for the Welsh Valleys - it’s where you’ll 
find Britain’s cheapest bangers, according to 
new data. 

An analysis by consumer car selling service 
Wizzle.co.uk reveals Rhondda, in the 
Welsh valleys, as the place where motorists 
sell more cheap and cheerful cars than 
anywhere else. 

But the survey of the company’s database 
has also revealed dramatic differences 
in the values of cars being offered to 
dealers across Britain with rural Ely in 
Cambridgeshire turning out to be the UK’s 
posh car capital where motorists are asking 
the highest average value cars for sale. 

With an average asking price of £36,358, 
motorists across Cambridgeshire are 
typically selling cars worth twice as much 
as drivers in neighbouring regions and 
considerably more than owners in Rhondda 
Cynon Taf where average values rarely 
reach four figures. 

The study also reveals that motorists in 
Birmingham, Leicester and Leeds are most 
switched on to the idea of selling their car 
for cash, rather than part exchanging it. In 
contrast, Scots and motorists in Wales are 
the least likely to go online for a cash sale.

Murray on top of 
the world after 
dethroning Novak 


JUST under six months ago, 
this column speculated 
about who could stop Novak 
Djokovic from continuing to 
dominate men's tennis. 

The brilliant Serb had just 
won the French Open, com¬ 
pleting a career Grand Slam 
in the process and becoming 
the first man to hold all four 
majors at the same time since 
Rod Laver in 1969. He was 
also the world number one by 
a country mile. 

How brilliant, though, that 
Djokovic’s stranglehold has 
been broken by the man he 
defeated at Roland Garros on 
that afternoon in June. 

To do so, Andy Murray has 
put together the sort of run 
that is unprecedented from a 
British tennis player, winning 



Wimbledon and a gold medal 
at the Olympics along the 
way. 

At the same time, Djokovic’s 
crown began to slip, as he 
went out at the third and first 
rounds of those events 
respectively before losing the 
final of the US Open to Stan 
Wawrinka. 

But his lead over Murray in 
the world rankings at that 


time was still a big one, only 
for the astonishingly talented 
29-year-old from Dunblane to 
go into overdrive this autumn. 

Embarking on a brilliant 
winning run eventually 
allowed him to overtake 
Djokovic when he won the 
Paris Masters, but going into 
his final at the ATP World 
Tour Finals at the 02 Arena 
last week, many expected it to 
be a short stay at the top. 

After coming through the 
two longest matches in that 
event’s history, against Kei 
Nishikori and Milos Raonic, 
Murray wasn’t expected to 
have much left against 
Djokovic, whose progress had 
been serene in comparison. 

But this is a player who’s 
made a habit out of proving us

all wrong for the last decade 
(don’t we just love telling peo¬ 
ple what they can’t do?) as he 
produced one of his finest- 
ever performances. 

It’s hard to remember the 
last time Djokovic was blown 
off the court the way he was in 
London, as Murray outma¬ 
noeuvred him and overpow¬ 
ered him to win in straight 
sets. 

It’s also amazing to think 
that the skinny and surly 


teenager who burst on the 
scene in 2005 is now top of the 
world in a sport that has been 
dominated by some of the 
best players it has ever seen in 
recent years. 

Murray may not quite be as 
all-conquering as Djokovic 
appeared earlier in the year, 
but who would bet against 
him from extending his run of 
24 consecutive wins when 
they start all over again in 
January? 


He now faces the different 
challenge of staying at the 
top, rather than chasing 
towards it, but the best part is 
that there is so much to still 
keep him motivated. 

Murray’s first target of 2017 
will be the Australian Open, a 
Grand Slam event where he 
has lost in the final five times 
(four of those to Djokovic). If 
he can finally conquer that 
summit, maybe the sky is no 
limit.

While he’s achieved that, his sights are 
now firmly on collective success. 

“I believe in myself so it was just a case 
of trying to show everyone else that I am 
a player and that I can push on,” he said 
of his switch to Luton, which became 
permanent in the summer of 2015. 

“You want to get as high as you can and 
play at the highest level and the way to 
do it is to play games. To sign for a mas¬ 
sive club like Luton is good for me. I was 
a bit lucky because they were in a pre¬ 
carious position and shouldn’t be as low 
as they are. But it suited me, being a 
young player, coming in, playing in the 
Conference and being part of the team 
that got them out of the Conference and 
now, hopefully, [I’ll be] part of the team 
that can get up through the leagues.” 

Though the Hatters drew a blank at 
Exeter, McGeehan is Town’s second 
highest goalscorer this term with nine, 
adding to a club total of 29, which is 
some strike-rate for a man that arrived 
at Luton with more of a rearguard role. 

He said: “I took a while to get going and 
came in as more of a defensive mid¬ 
fielder when we were in the Conference 
and did a different job. But I’ve built on 
that over the years and Nathan Jones 
and John Still before played me further 
forward and allowed me to show that 
side of my game. It’s good for me and it’s 
good for the team that I can score those 
goals. I’ll look to score many more.”

NOT even the 100th Luton appearance of 
Cameron McGeehan or a boo-boy side-show 
for the return to Exeter of Danny Hylton 
could drag any entertainment out of a dire 
draw for the Hatters. 

In the end the striker - who’d become public 
enemy number one with City fans as his dou¬ 
ble knocked them out of the FA Cup three 
weeks ago - barely got a look-in, let alone live 
up to their pantomime villain tag. He didn’t 
fire, neither did Luton. 

If you take into account the Portsmouth 
defeat on Tuesday - Town’s first in ten League 
Two games - then they haven’t sufficiently 
threatened a goal for more than two hours. 

It’s not as if lowly City parked the bus at St 
lames’ Park and, really, that’s good enough for 
where the Hatters aspire to be. 

Results elsewhere in the division again fell 
kindly for them, as they have frequently done, 
so they remain in fifth place, but they can’t 
continue to rely on the kindness of other clubs. 

In truth the Grecians - who have not won on 
home soil for ten league games - had the better 
chances and, had it not been for the wood¬ 
work, Ollie Watkins would have won it for the 
hosts. After a first half that is not even worth 
recounting, that was the game’s only sniff of 
quality. 

There was none of the bluster or drama of 
their previous recent meeting in the FA Cup. 
There was not much of anything at all. 


However, assistant manager Paul Hart, who 
faced the media afterwards, found something 
to take away. 

He said: “I think we’re pleased with a point. It 
has been a really tough week; a clean sheet 
again and that’s four in five and we possibly 
could have won it, we felt, so we’re pleased 
with the performance.” 

In a bid to bounce back from a first reverse in 
two months, Luton boss Nathan fones made 


two changes from the midweek defeat to 
Portsmouth with Iordan Cook on for Alex 
Gilliead and Scott Cuthbert replacing Pelly- 
Ruddock Mpanzu. 

The latter worked, in that Town did supplied 
another shut-out, but the former did not. Nor 
did a personnel change which saw Oily Lee 
moved from a defensive midfield brief to an 
attacking one. 

At least after the break, Luton managed two 


efforts on target, but that was scant reward in 
front of 634 supporters, many who’d made the 
420-mile round trip to Devon. 

Assistant Hart thought Hylton should have 
won a penalty in the early stages of the second 
period, but it didn’t look like Iordan Moore- 
Taylor made any contact. Indeed, Referee 
Chris Kavanagh waved away the possibility 
even though there was no appeal from the 
striker. It was one of the few chances the home 
crowd had to boo the man that had brought 
about their cup exit earlier in the month. 

Moments earlier, Town’s top scorer had been 
beaten to a through-ball by keeper Christy 
Pym and that flurry of activity was his last of 
note. It did liven things up a touch but rather 
than inspiring the visitors it was City that 
should have opened the scoring when Reuben 
Reid left Cuthbert flailing in the penalty area 
only to see James Justin and Walton throw 
their bodies in the way to deny the striker his 
100th career goal. 

Only a fabulously instinctive save from Pym 
prevented Lee from scoring after Isaac Vassell’s 
searing burst to the byline and cutback, but 
the sense was that the ball was just not going 
to go in, whatever happened. 

That was only accentuated when Alan 
Sheehan almost found the top corner with 
what is fast becoming his trademark a free- 
kick, but Pym pushed away. 

His opposite number no chance with a rip¬ 
ping long range volley from Watkins, which 
thankfully battered back off the bar, though 
the England Under-21 shot-stopper did save 
from the forward as the contest eked to an 
unsatisfying conclusion, extended only by five 
added minutes in which, once again, nothing 
happened. 

Sadly it was a fitting epitaph for a sorry after¬ 
noon.
